CEILING PRICES 
TO BAR INFLATION 


Ceiling prices, effective in re­ 
tail stores Monday under regu­ 
lations 
promulgated 
by 
Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson, 
were not ordered with the ex­ 
pectation of producing any great 
reduction in living costs. 
March prices were made the 
“ceiling” to stabilize prices of 
commodities as one of several 
stops by the government to check 
inflation. Commodity credit regu­ 
lations, which put a check on 
but do not prevent credit buy­ 
ing, dovetail into this plan to 
halt an inflationary trend. 
Ceiling prices have resulted in 
slight reductions in a few com­ 
modities, but in a great majority 
of cases present prices are no 
higher than in March. The fed­ 
eral regulations merely prevent 
future price increases.

does nearly everything 
that 
has 
been claimed for it. 
Since its introduction sulfanila­ 
mide has been modified, trying to 
get compounds Uiat are less toxic 
to the human being

lethal to a germ, so that now we 
have 
suit apy rad ine, 
sulfathiazole. 
sulladiazine 
and 
sulfaguanidine. 
Each time one of these drugs is an­ 
nounced, it Is tried out with Hie 
enthusiasm which belongs to the 


medical profession

claimed as the best. 
Toxic Nature of Drugs 
We have come to understand the 
toxic nature of these drugs a little 
better and it would be wise to al­ 
low for them. 
I have a notion thai 
a great many doctors are afraid tc 
advise a patient not to take one ol 
them because there 
is 
so much 
popular prejudice in favor of them 
and he is afraid lie will lose out 
But this Is unfair to your patient 
because with a mild disease that I? 
going to last only three or fou 
days, the use of a drug winch can 
possibly cause rather severe poi­ 
soning 
is injudicious, whereas

the patient has a serious, possibly 
fatal disease, it is justifiable to use
